the  correctness  of  the  claim  entered  or  to  'taking 
any  action  on  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  or  other- 
wise for  the  recovery  of  the  debts  or  property  in 
question.

ficiary or  creditor  who  is  a German,  Austro- 
Hungarian,  or  Turkish  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  Germany,  Austro-Huugary, 
or  Turkey,  of  whatever  nationality,  without  the 
express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through  the 
Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution  or 
payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked. 

3.  Any  applicant  for  letters  of  administration 
or  probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Judge  to  whom  applica- 
tion is  made  that  the  person  in  respect  to  whose 
estate  such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
applied  for  was  not  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
or  Turkish  subject ; or,  failing  such  evidence,  shall 
produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that  such  probate 
or  letters  of  administration  may  be  granted.  Such 
applicant  shall  also  give  such  information  as  the 
Registrars  of  the  Courts  may  require  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  of  the  assets  would  in  time 
of  peace  be  distributable  or  payable  to  any  such 
subjects,  and  if  required  shall  make  a statutory 
declaration  as  to  the  assets  and  their  disposition 
in  the  event  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration 
being  granted. 

4.  In  cases  deemed  by  him  proper,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  may  sanction  the  payment  of  moderate 
sums  out  of  assets  to  beneficiaries  or  creditors  wbo 
are  German,  Austro-Hungarian,  or  Turkish  sub- 
jects resident  in  this  Province  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  and  during  the  war.

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S67,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such  notice  to  be 
published  as  follows  : — ■ 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished.

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 


House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

Also  to  carry  on  the  business  of  builders 
and  contractors  in  any  and  every  line  of  work 
and  industry,  including  the  construction,  erection, 
building,  and  repairing  of  houses,  dwellings,  barns, 
shops,  warehouses,  depots,  storekeepers,  and  all 
other  classes  of  buildings  and  erections  and  every 
class  of  work,  industry  and  undertaking  usually 
done  or  undertaken  by  lumber-dealers,  builders, 
and  contractors ; to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  to  submit  tenders,  and  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  any  of  such  works,  and  to  give  security 
for  the  completion  of  any  of  the  Company’s  woi-ks 
contracted  for  or  undertaken : 

(i. ) To  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  and  to  sell, 
dispose  of,  and  deal  in  real  and  personal  property 
of  all  kinds,  and  in  particular  buildings,  lands, 
hereditaments,  business  concerns  and  undertak- 
ings, mortgages,  charges,  indentures,  patents, 
licences,  shares,  stocks,  debentures  and  debenture 
stock,  securities,  concessions,  produce,  policies, 
book  debts  and  claims,  and  interest  in  real  and 
personal  property,  and  any  claims  against  such 
property  or  against  any  persons  or  company,  and 
to  carry  on  any  business  concern  or  undertaking 
so  required  : 

(j. ) To  invest  and  deal  with  the  moneys  of  the 
Company  not  immediately  required  in  such  manner 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  : 

(k.)  To  obtain  any  provisions,  order,  or  Acts 
of  Parliament  for  enabling  the  Company  to  carry 
any  of  its  objects  into  effect,  or  for  effecting  any 
modification  of  the  Company’s  constitution,  or  for 
any  other  purpose  which  may  seem  expedient,  or 
to  oppose  any  proceedings  or  applications  which 
may  seem  calculated,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
prejudice  the  Company’s  interests: 

( l. ) To  procure  the  Company  to  be  registered 
or  recognized  in  any  Province  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  or  in  any  foreign  country  or  place  : 

(m.)  To  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  and 
undertake  all  or  any  part  of  the  assets,  business, 
property,  privileges,  contracts,  rights,  obligations, 
and  liabilities  of  any  person  or  company  carrying 
on  any  business  which  this  Company  is  authorized 
to  carry  on,  or  any  business  similar  thereto,  or 
which  the  Company  may  be  hereby  empowered  to 
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purchase,  lease,  or  otherwise  acquire,  and  to  pay 
for  the  same  in  stock,  bonds,  debentures,  or  securi- 
ties of  any  company  : 

(n.)  To  lease,  sell,  improve,  manage,  develop, 
exchange,  turn  to  account,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
or  deal  with  the  property  and  assets  of  the. Com- 
pany or  any  part  thereof  for  such  consideration  as 
the  Company  may  deem  fit,  including  shares,  de- 
bentures, or  securities  of  any  company  : 

(o.)  To  take,  acquire,  and  hold  as  a considera- 
tion for  lumber,  logs,  or  other  materials,  products, 
or  property  sold  or  disposed  of,  or  for  goods  sup- 
plied or  for  work  done  by  contract  or  otherwise, 
shares,  debentures,  bonds,  or  other  securities  of  or 
in  any  other  company  having  objects  similar  to 
those  of  the  Company,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  and  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
the  same : 

( p .)  To  enter  into  any  agreement  for  sharing 
profits,  joint  adventure,  reciprocal  concession,  or 
other  arrangement  of  like  nature  with  other 
persons  or  corporations  carrying  on  any  similar 
business  or  any  business  which  this  Company  is 
authorized  to  carry  on  : 

( q .)  To  take  shares  in  any  other  company  or 
companies  having  similar  objects  or  whose  under- 
taking might  prove  beneficial  to  the  undertaking 
of  the  Company,  subject  as  aforesaid  : 

(r. ) To  carry  on  the  business  and  act  as  job- 
bers, manufacturers’  agents,  merchants’  agents,  or 
produce  and  commission  agents,  also  to  act  as 
insurance  agents  either  as  to  life  insurance,  fire 
insurance,  or  hail  insurance: 

(s.)  To  carry  on  a mail-order  business  by  way 
of  catalogue  or  otherwise  in  dealing  with  any  of 
the  said  articles  or  carrying  on  any  of  the  busi- 
nesses which  this  Company  has  power  to  carry  on : 

(t. ) To  engage  in  and  carry  on  any  other 
business  which  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  be 
carried  on  in  conjunction  with  any  of  the  afore- 
said businesses  or  undertakings  : 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
deemed  to  confer  upon  the  Company  any  powers 
to  which  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  Manitoba  does  not  extend,  and  par- 
ticularly shall  not  be  deemed  to  confer  upon  the 
Company  the  power  to  issue  promissory  notes  in 
the  nature  of  bank-notes ; and  all  the  powers 
herein  contained  shall  be  exercisable  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  laws  in  force  in  Manitoba, 
and  regulations  made  thereunder  in  respect  of  the 
matters  therein  referred  to,  and  especially  with 
regard  to  the  construction  and  working  of  rail- 
ways, and  the  business  of  insurance,  and  the  busi- 
ness of  a trust  company  or  guarantee  company, 
and  any  other  business  with  respect  to  which 
special  laws  and  regulations  may  now  be  or  may 
hereafter  be  put  into  force.  jy!3
